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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WHITBY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

In  his  introductory  letter  Mr.  Eatough  mentions  the  alarming 
lack  of  hygienic  conscientiousness  in  persons  engaged  in  food 
handling.  The  courses  of  instruction  in  cookery  whether 
embodied  in  books  or  in  classes  run  by  the  trade  or  education 
committees  are  at  fault  here  for  the  hygiene  of  handling  food 
should  be  part  of  every  recipe  and  is  not  so  in  any  book  I  have 
glanced  at  nor  in  any  class  I  have  heard  of.  Unless  the  teachers 
of  cookery  are  trained  to  instruct  their  pupils  in  how  to  avoid 
contaminating  food  during  preparation  and  now,  and  for  how 
long,  each  dish  may  be  safely  stored  after  cooking,  then  the  low 
standard  of  food  hygiene  will  remain. 

Attention  is  also  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
animal  equals  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  a 

record  of  inspections  of  which  any  health  department  would  be 
proud  under  any  circumstances,  and  particular  attention  is 
drawn  to  the  fact  that  this  is  only  achieved  at  the  expense  of  the 
Inspectors’  leisure. 

With  housing  proceeding  steadily,  unfit  houses  being 
destroyed  and  replaced  by  new  ones,  perhaps  the  most  important 
task  awaiting  the  Council  in  the  field  of  Public  Health  and  one 
needing  present  consideration  is  the  sewerage  system.  The 
town’s  development  is  already  cramped  by  the  limits  of  the 
existing  system. 

As  mentioned  in  Mr.  Eatough’s  report,  confirmation  of  two 
areas  was  received  during  the  year.  These  are  : —

The  Fish  Quay  was  in  use  during  this  year  but  marketing  of 
fish  continued  under  difficulties,  having  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
open  air,  and  the  lack  of  protection  was  felt  strongly  during  the 
warm  weather  in  the  early  summer.  One  of  the  difficulties  in 
marketing  was  the  reconstruction  of  the  Pier  Road  immediately 
behind  the  quay  and  added  to  the  difficulties  on  the  Fish  Quay 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year.

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COMMENT  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

On  the  accompanying  tables  the  large  part  played  by 
coronary  thrombosis  and  cerebral  thrombosis  or  a  haemorrhage 
will  be  noticed.  Pregnancy  is  known  to  be  associated  with  a 
second  death,  diabetes  contributed  to  the  death  of  three  women 
in  the  age  group  65-74  and  two  men,  and  enlarged  prostate 
contributed  to  the  deaths  of  three  men. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  up,  but  the  Death  Rate  is  again  worse 
than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales.

Influenza  is  not  notifiable  but  it  became  apparent  that  there 
was  a  big  epidemic  from  this  cause  in  the  Autumn.  Attendances 
at  the  Senior  Schools  were  affected — e.g.  200  children  were 
absent  on  one  day  from  one  of  the  schools.  New  claims  for 
sickness  benefit  for  the  week  ended  1st  October,  1957,  numbered 
1 16  which  is  about  four  times  greater  than  the  seasonal  average. 


TUBERCULOSIS,  1957. 

During  the  year,  seven  cases — 4  males  and  3  females,  were 
notified  as  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  1  male  and  2 
females  as  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

One  death  of  a  male,  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  two 
females  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  were  recorded  during 
the  year. 


ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  K.  Watmuff,  Secretary  to  the  Whitby 
Hospitals,  for  supplying  information  in  accordance  with  official 
circular  H.M.  (58)  12,  in  regard  to  hospital  treatment  of  persons 
who  suffered  home  accidents. 


SUMMARY  OF  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY  AT  WHITBY— 1957. 
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Totals  .  734 
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During  1957,  102  patients  were  treated  at  the  War  Memorial 
Hospital;  40  of  these  for  burns  and  scalds,  13  being  so  severe  as 
to  require  conveyance  by  ambulance.  There  were  2  deaths  from 
home  accidents. 

24  children  under  5  years  suffered  accidents  from  burns, 
scalds  and  cuts.  Young  children  are  prone  to  such  accidents 
particularly  if  the  kitchen  is  also  used  as  a  play-room  or  living- 
room. 

9  persons  over  70  years  of  age  broke  their  thighs,  a  serious 
injury.  Some  of  the  hazards  for  old  people  include  awkward 
stairs,  slippery  floors,  carelessly  placed  rugs  and  other  articles.

Health  Visiting. 

There  are  two  Health  Visitors  for  this  district,  and  their  first 
duty  is  the  visiting  of  homes  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as 
to  the  care  of  young  children.  It  is  their  duty  to  visit  every 
home  where  there  is  a  child  below  school  age,  so  that  the  mother 
may  be  encouraged  to  discuss  even  the  most  trivial  worry  with 
the  Health  Visitor,  who  may  then  re-assure  her  or  get  her  to 
seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers,  persons  suffering  from  illness,  including  tuberculosis, 
and  aged  persons. 


Home  Nursing. 

When  called  for  by  the  family  doctor,  the  District  Nurse 
will  attend  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes.  The 
Whitby  Urban  District  is  served  on  the  West  side  by  Nurse  E. 
M.  Garbutt  (Tel.  No.  Sandsend  273)  and  on  the  East  side  by 
Nurse  M.  Smith  (Tel.  No.  Robin  Hood’s  Bay  367).

Ambulance  Service. 

One  large  ambulance  and  two  light  ambulances  (utilicons) 
are  now  housed  in  a  garage  off  Stakesby  Road,  Whitby. 

Occasionally  Miss  Bruce  and  her  helpers  in  the  Hospital  Car 
Service  have  helped  the  ambulance  service,  and  assistance  has 
also  been  given  by  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 


Domestic  Help  Service. 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  25  cases  in  the 
Urban  District  received  assistance  during  1957. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends  on 
income  and  necessary  expenses,  and  varies  from  a  possible  full 
rate  of  3  s.  od.  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 


Mental  Health  Services. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  administered  direct  by  the 
County  Council.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  for  the  area  is 
Mr.  G.  V.  Lee,  District  Welfare  Officer,  Grape  Lane,  Whitby. 
Tel.  No.  Whitby  235. 


Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

An  active  Voluntary  Care  Committee  serves  the  needs  of  the 
area,  its  chief  functions  being  to  provide  extra  nourishment, 
clothing,  bedding,  medical  comforts,  nursing  equipment,  etc., 
and  to  do  everything  possible  for  the  welfare  of  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  and  other  illnesses. 


The  Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  Mr.  K.  Birdsall,  has 
kindly  prepared  the  following  extract  from  his  Annual  Report : — 

The  work  of  the  Care  Committee  during  the  year  ended 
March  31st,  1958,  included  the  following  : — 
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Tuberculosis. 

Four  patients  received  extra  nourishment  consisting  of  41

Overcoat  supplied  to  patient  attending  Rehabilitation  Course. 

Bedding  supplied  to  four  patients. 

Bedstead  supplied  to  patient  so  that  two  children  at  present 
boarded-out  can  return  home. 

Foot-wear  and  clothing  supplied  to  two  children. 

Christmas  gifts  of  £1  postal  orders  to  17  patients. 


Other  Illnesses. 

Travelling  expenses  paid  to  relatives  of  patients  in  hospitals 
at  York  on  four  occasions. 

Shoes  provided  for  child  suffering  from  after  effects  of 
poliomyelitis — four  pairs,  odd  sizes. 

Laundry  paid  for  in  respect  of  three  households  with  chronic 
sick  patients.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  an  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  in  my  Department  during  1957. 

Housing  again,  has  formed  a  major  part  of  the  duties  and 
steady  progress  is  being  maintained.  Five  years  ago  I  remarked 
that  “  when  the  Clearance  and  Re-Building  Programme  is 
completed  there  will  stand  a  monument  to  the  modern 
Elizabethan  Age.”  The  manner  in  which  this  “  monument  ”  is 
being  erected  in  the  form  of  estates  both  on  new  land  and  cleared 
sites,  makes  one  proud  to  be  associated  with  such  a  project.  One 
only  regrets  that  the  work  cannot  proceed  quicker,  in  order  that 
the  people  at  present  badly  housed  can  have  the  undoubted 
advantages  of  better  housing. 

Meat  Inspection  is  another  major  duty,  and  again  an 
increase  in  animals  slaughtered  is  recorded,  the  through-put 
of  the  Abattoir  being  now  double  that  of  1954. 

Food  Hygiene  in  a  market  and  holiday  town  is  of  great 
importance  and  constant  vigilance  over  production  methods,  and 
handling,  is  very  necessary.  The  alarming  lack  of  hygiene 
consciousness  of  persons  employed  in  food  handling  can  only  be 
overcome  by  education,  and  to  this  end  your  officers  are 
constantly  at  work. 

Help  and  guidance  from  members  of  the  Council  and  Staff 
has  been  available  to  me  in  full  measure  throughout  the  year, 
for  which  I  am  extremely  grateful.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  remains  under  the 
control  of  the  Whitby  Waterworks  Company,  and  no  cause  for 
complaint  of  either  quality  or  quantity  has  been  necessary  during 
the  year. 

Regular  samples  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  purity  is 
undertaken,  the  records  of  which  are  shown  in  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

No  major  schemes  of  water  main  extensions  have  taken  place 
within  the  Urban  area. 
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SEWERS  AND  DRAINS 

In  1955  attention  was  drawn  to  the  inadequacy  and  defective 
condition  of  some  of  the  town’s  main  sewers  and  outfalls. 
Attention  was  also  drawn  to  the  Report  on  Sewers  by  Mr.  J.  R. 
Seward,  which  pointed  out  where  these  defects  were  causing 
some  concern  and  embarrassment  to  the  Council’s  Officers. 

The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  this  work  will  need  to  be 
tackled  with  some  vigour. 

Due  to  excellent  progress  in  Slum  Clearance,  unsewered 
yards  are  gradually  disappearing,  and  soon  the  time  will  be 
reached  when  every  house  will  have  adequate  drainage  facilities. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Pollution  of  non-tidal  waters  is  negligible,  a  fast  flowing  river 
such  as  the  Esk  having  a  good  scouring  and  cleansing  action,  no 
cause  for  complaint  arises. 


SHOPS 

No  action  has  been  required  under  the  relevant  provisions 
of  the  Shops  Act,  and  a  Survey  under  these  provisions  will  be 
completed  early  in  1958. 

CAMPING  SITES 

Four  licensed  sites  accommodate  83  caravans.  These  sites 
are  conducted  well,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
are  fully  complied  with. 

The  demand  for  this  type  of  holiday  remains  steady,  but 
unsatisfied. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  no  Offensive  Trades  registered  in  the  area. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

Again  poor  weather  conditions  have  caused  little  use  to  be 
made  of  the  Open  Air  Pool  at  Happy  Valley. 

Regular  tests  proved  efficient  chlorination  at  all  times. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  loss  of  the  Public  Convenience  due  to  reconstruction  of 
the  New  Fish  Quay,  and  the  loss  in  the  near  future  of  the  one  on 
Church  Street  calls  for  thought  on  the  adequacy  of  this  service. 

Mis-use  and  defacement  has  again  caused  much  concern, 
and  it  is  regretted  that  some  users  of  these  premises  have  no 
thought  for  others. 
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FACTORIES 

There  are  79  powered  and  12  non-powered  factories  on  the 
Register.  In  addition  to  73  special  visits,  many  more  were  paid 
in  connection  with  other  matters.  Informal  action  where  defects 
are  found  is  invariably  sufficient  to  cause  remedy. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under 
this  heading  during  the  year. 

1958  will  see  the  whole  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  in  force  and 
the  provisions  should  be  helpful  where  need  arises. 


VERMIN  INFESTATION 

Again  on  no  occasion  have  bed  bugs  been  encountered 
through  the  year. 

The  use  of  modern  insecticides,  which  are  readily  available 
to  the  public,  is  doing  much  to  control  the  insect  population. 
Fleas  and  cockroaches  are  the  source  of  most  complaints  and  the 
gradual  eradication  of  old  and  derelict  properties  will  no  doubt 
go  a  long  way  towards  effective  control. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  part-time  operator  dealt  with  56  complaints  which 
involved  134  visits.  All  complaints  were  of  a  minor  character 
and  were  easily  dealt  with.  Free  service  is  available  to  house¬ 
holders,  and  at  a  small  charge  for  business  premises. 

The  continued  use  of  Warfarin  compounds  considerably 
simplifies  the  work  of  rodent  control. 


HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance  continues  to  make  steady  progress,  but  the 
amount  of  work  in  this  field  is  still  of  great  proportion. 

Many  more  new  houses  are  still  required  both  for  general 
need  and  Slum  Clearance,  and  it  will  be  a  great  day  when  it  can 
be  said  that  the  people  of  the  town  are  satisfactorily  housed. 

Confirmation  of  two  areas  was  received  during  the  year  and 
inspections  proceeded  on  four  other  areas. 

46  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  and  37  by 
private  enterprise. 

The  Housing  List  stood  at  349  applicants  from  within  the 
Urban  area  at  the  end  of  1957. 

18  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  dealt  with,  16 
being  approved  or  pending,  and  2  being  disapproved. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was 
generally  maintained,  setbacks  occurring  only  by  reason  of  bad 
weather  and  holidays. 

The  delivery  of  16/18  cubic  yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  has 
been  a  great  asset  to  the  service.  This  vehicle  and  the  11.3  cubic 
yard  vehicle  are  able  to  cope  with  all  the  refuse  produced. 

The  character  of  household  refuse  continues  to  be  lighter 
and  bulkier  and  more  difficult  to  dispose  of  in  the  Separation 
and  Incineration  Plant.  The  proposal  to  enlarge  the  furnace  cell 
by  one  third,  should,  when  completed,  adequately  deal  with  this 
point. 

A  total  of  3,220j  loads  of  refuse  were  dealt  with  at  the 
Disposal  Plant  during  the  year.  Of  these,  2,532  loads  were  from 
the  Urban  area  brought  in  by  our  own  freighters,  44  by  an 
individual,  168^  from  the  Rural  District,  and  476  from  local 
tradespeople  including  102  which  our  own  Disposal  Vehicle 
delivered.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  Stakesby  Abattoir 
amounted  to  16,083,  an  increase  of  1,049  over  last  year.  All 
animals  slaughtered  were  inspected  but  only  at  great  sacrifice  of 
your  Inspector’s  private  time.  21,885  lbs.  of  diseased  meat  was 
condemned. 

For  the  first  time,  evidence  of  cysticercosis  was  found.  All 
cases  were  of  a  minor  character  and  no  total  condemnation  of 
carcases  was  necessary. 

436  visits  were  made  to  the  Abattoir  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  meat,  involving  278  hours  overtime  on  176  evenings, 
50  Saturday  afternoons,  or  evenings,  and  20  Sundays. 

A  claim  for  inspecting  “  export  ”  meat  was  made  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Circular  FSH.  2/57,  in  the  sum  of  £146  is.  8d.

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OTHER  FOODS 

Work  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  has  proceeded 
at  a  steady  pace,  and  many  valuable  improvements  brought  about. 
This  type  of  work  requires  constant  attention  if  standards  are  to 
be  maintained  and  improved. 

It  is  amazing  to  find  that  in  this  day  and  age,  some  food 
handlers  have  but  an  elementary  knowledge  of  hygiene  in 
connection  with  their  work. 

Education  is  the  only  method  to  overcome  this  lack  of  ability 
to  appreciate  hygienic  food  handling,  and  I  firmly  believe  that 
education  of  this  type  should  be  included  in  the  curriculum  of 
schools,  particularly  in  areas  where  a  large  proportion  of  the 
population  is  engaged  in  the  Food  Trade.
